SECRETARY THOMPSON'S REPORT. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Dec. 2.—The annual re- 
port of Secretary Thompson is made public. 

The total gross amount amount available for 
the year was $14,706,642, subject to deduction by 
a surplus fund warrant of $1,998, which leaves 
the net amount at $14,704,644. The expenditures 
were $12,916,639, leaving a balance unexpended 
atthe end ot the year of $1,788,005. To this, 
however, should be added the net amount unex- 
pended in the hands of pay officer, as shown at 
the office of the Fourtn§Auditor, $353,677, which 
shows the net expenditures for the fiscal year 
were $2,141,682 less than the amount applicable 
therefor. 


PENSIONS. - 

The number of navy pensions on the rolls 
June 30, 1880, was 3,930, and the amount paid 
during the year on account of pensious $752,771. 
The total amount available for the operations of 
the present fiscal year end-ng June 30, 1881, is

Of the remain- 
ing outstanding Weve of the 6 of 
1880, about $2,000,000 are coupon bonds largely 
held in Europe. The registered bonds are held 
to a considerable extent by some of 
THE WEALTHIEST NEW YORK FAMILIES, 
and by financial Institutions throughout the 
country. The weaithy individual capitalists do 
net want money, and, therefore, are in no hurry 
about turning their bonds into the Treasury, 
and will probably wait until Dec. 31, when they 
will get 103 for them. If the Secretary should 
offer that price before the expiration of 
the loan, then, undonbtedly, these parties 
would turn in their bonds. So far as 
the institutions holding the 6s of 1880 are con- 
cerned, a curious fact bas leaked out, which 
may explain to some extent the diffidence of 
these corporations about selling their bands at 
102% now, when they could turn round and lend 
their money at such full rates of interest as are 
current. When this loan was marketed, in com- 
mon with the 6s of 1881, which matures next 
year, it was known on the list of Government 
loans as the “6s of 1881,“ and was so classed un- 
til about two years ago, when it was properly 
classed as the 
“ SIXRS or 1880.” 
Recently several instances have occurred where 
banks and other financial institutions sold their 
6s of 1881 to New York bankers, and, when the 
bonds were delivered, it was discovered a con- 
siderable portion were 6s of 1880. This mistaken 
idea naturally arose from the old cilagsification 
of the bonds that might otherwise be present- 
ed. The mistake about the classification of 
these bonds was first discovered in some of the 
European Bourses, and, after it was cor- 
rected there, it was corrected on the New 
York Stock Exchange. Contrary to expectations 
here, the Bank of England discount rate (2% per 
cent) was not advanced to-day, although the 
bank lost £1,000,000 specie durtng the week, and 
its reserve was reduced to 48 1-16 per cent of 
liabilities from 51 1-16 per cent. Private advices 
received to-day by heading bankers say that, if 
gold exports to this country continue large, the 
bank rate will beput up. Otherwise, that it will 
not be changed. Foreign exchange was firm, 
and rates were advanced for bankers’ bills to 480 
for sixty days and to 48 for demand.

It would be unjust that the same rates should be 
charged to Montgomery or Atlanta as to New 
Orleans. when, before the railroad was built, the 
shippers would have had to pay for transporta- 
tion from New Orleans as well as the water rate 
from New York.

ONE WANTED.

New York, Dec. 2.—The business-men of New 
York are already moving in the matter of a 
National Bankrupt law. At a meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce to-day the question was 
pretty thoroughly agitated, and debated at con- 
siderable length. The Committee on Bankrupt- 
cy Laws presented a supplementary report rela- 
tive to Judge Lowell’s draft of a National Bank- 
ruptoy law, which is now before the Judiciary 
Committees of the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives. Under this act Registers are virtu- 
ally made Judges in the first instance of nearly 
all matters in bankruptcy, are to de 
salaried, and not compensated by fees, as 
under the previous laws of 1876.

IMMIGRANTS. 
GETTING THEIR MONEY. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicaco Tribune, 

New Tonk, Dec. 2.—The Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company is prepared to apt the propo- 
sition of the Immigration Commissioners that 
all immigrant railroad business shall be con- 
ducted through licensed agents at Castle Gar- 
den, but the New York Central and Erie Compa- 
nies evade the question and decline to renew the 
agreement made in 1878. Offices have been es- 
tablished for the sale of tickets, anda commis- 
sion of 10 per cent is allowed to all persons who 
bring immigrants to those offices. This will not 
benefit immigrants, who have to pay the full 
amount of fare. It oceasiong great evils, us 
boarding-house keepers and runners are contin- 
ually on the alert, and so long as this system 
shall be continued the efforts of the Commission 
to secure the immigrant from wrong and 
} imposition will in part be defeated. An- 
other evil is the “booking” of immigrants 
in foreign countries to some point in the 
interior of the United States. The complaints 
against the steamship Ferdinand de Lesseps— 
that the food was unwholesome, and that the 
ship was not kept ciean, was overcrowded and 
unseaworthy, and the sexes were not properly 
separated—are understood to be unproven.

PACIFIC RAILROAD.

Toronto, Dec. 2.—The terms of the bargain 
with the syndicate to build the Canada Pacific 
Railroad are published in the Globe. The an- 
nouncement is made on what it believes to be 
unimpeachable authority; and, having a friend 
at court, who is in a position to know, the state- 
ment is doubtiess reliable. The Globe says: “ It 
has long been asserted and admitted that the 
amount paid by the Government is $25,000,000, 
and the amount of the iand-subsidy 25,000,000 
acres. We are now in a position to state that the 
line to be constructed is divided into three sec- 
tions, for which the payments in money will vary 
according to the difficulty and costliness of the 
work. These sections are as follows: Nipissing 
to Thunder Bay, north of Lake Superior, about 
600 miles; Red River to the Rocky Mountains, 
about 1,000 miles; British Columbia, excluding 
portion already under contract, about 400 miles. 
For the Lake Superior section a bonus of $20,- 
000 and 20,000 acres per mile has been allotted,— 
making a totalof over 12,000,000 of each, or near- 
ly half the whole subsidy. For the British Co- 
lumbia section the bonus is 20,000 acres and $16,- 


000 per mile, or a total of 8,000,000 acres and 

400,000 for the section of 1,000 miles across the 
plains, or an average of about 5,000 acres and 
36,600 a mile.

THE PROSPECTS FOR AN EXTRA SESSION. 
A topic which commands considerable at- 


extra session of the new Congress which 
may follow the short closing session of the 
present Congress. The present Congress in- 
augurated an inglorious career with an ex- 
tra session which w@rendered nectssary by 
premeditated lepses in the legislation re- 
quired forthe running of the Government. 
But partisan politics and reactionary meas- 
ures took the place of National law-making. 
There is 4 praiseworthy desire on the 
part of many Republicans to offset the Dem- 
‘ocratic failure of the Forty-sixth Congress 
with a Republican success in the Forty- 
seventh Congress. It would unduubtedly be 
better for the country if the law required the 
opening of the new Congress contemporane- 
ously with the incoming of the new Admin- 
istration. In the absence of such. legal re- 
quirements many obstacles will be raised to 
prevent an extra session next March. 

The Democrats will be averse to an extra 
session, and though it is not expected they 
will have much influence-with the next 
Administration, they may do much to 
avert any necessity for calling to- 
gether the new Congress by provid- 
ing the legislation that may be actually 
demanded for Government purposes. The 
chief objection to an extra session among 
Democrats is based upon the fact that a post- 
ponement of the organization of the new 
Congress will leave a considerable patronage 
in their hands. The present Democratic of- 
ficers and employés of Congress would go on 
drawing their pay during several months, 
whereas they would lose their places by an 
organization of the new Congress immediate- 
ly following the close of the regular session. 
Office is the last thing that Democrats are 
willing to abandon. This consideration may 
induce the Democratic managers to 
yield points at the coming session and 
agree to legislation which they would other- 
wise contest. Ifall the appropriation bills 
be passed, and a satisfactory Refunding bill 
be adopted, it will be contended with a good 
deal of force that no emergencies exist re- 
quiring an extra session. On the Republican 
side there are several reasons for desiring an 
extra session outside of the .repossession of 
the patronage belonging to Congress. It is 
now conceded that the Republicans will have 
a clear majority of pot less than fourteen in 
the new House. The shrewder politicians will 
want to guard against accidents by electing 
their Speaker at once and insuring their 
control of Congress. it will be argued on 
this side that death and defection may possi- 
bly weaken the Republican strength if the 
organization of the new House be postponed 
till the following December. It will be feared 
that the general policy or some particular 
acts of the new Administration may create 
dissatisfaction among the Greenbackers and 
Independents who are now counted on to 
vote with the Republicaus in the matter of 
organization. It will be urged with truth 
that the country demands certain im- 
portant legislation which the present 
Congress has thus far neglected, and 
which it will wundoubtediy omit to 
pass this winter. It is fair to presume that 
the President-elect will carefully consider 
what the leading men in Congress will sug- 
gest in this matter. He will not show the same 
disregard of Congressional counsel which 
has been characteristic of Mr. Hayes’ Ad- 
ministration. Gen. Garfield has been a mem- 
ber of Congress continuously during nearly 
eighteen years, and his associations have 
given him a high consideration for what has 
been called “Congressional interference” 
with affairs of the Administration. He will 
be inclined to defer to any preponder- 
ating sentiment on the Republican side 
in favor of an extra session. It is 
not yet certain that this course will be urged 
upon him, but there are circumstances which 
render it probable. All local influences will 
be favorable to it. because Washington with- 
out Congress is a dreary and profitiess place, 
and the country at large will not object if 
there be a fair promise of needed legisia- 
tion, which the Democrats have neglected 
during their two years of Congressional 
supremacy. If there were to be a clear and 
trustworthy Republican majority in the 
two Houses of the next Congress, the 
necessity for additional legislation. to in- 
sure the enforcement of the Consti- 
tutional Amendments and the United 
States law im States formerly in re 
bellion, and to promote free elections and a 
fair count everywhere, would be a sufficient 
and timely purpose for an extra session. 
The present outlook, however, is that the 
Senate can only be controlled by the Repub- 


licans at best through the casting vote of the

‘The new House, which is the 
sole judge of its own. membership, would 
then have the opportunity to proceed atonce 
to send back fraudulently-elected members 
to their constituencies, instead of dragging 
out such cases through two years, and thus 
condoning the frauds by delay and indiffer- 
ence. It would be a notice to Southern 
communities that they could persist in their 
bulldozing, their ballot-box stuffing, and

sented in Congress on that basis. This plan 
might prove as effective a remedy for South- 
ern fraud as any new struggle for additional 
legislation to protect the electoral rights of 
citizens. It would certainly be a novel and 
striking procedure for the President to con- 
vene an extra session of Congress on that 
basis, and would give to the Southern elec- 
tion practices an importance which they 
ought to have in the public mind till they 
shall have been reformed altogether. 
MONEY AND BUSINESS. 
Late official and commercial reports thro 
a good deal of light on the conditions affect- 
ing business and the money market, Both 
the Bank of England and the Bank of France 
are shown, by their usual weekly reports, 
eabled yesterday to this country, to have 
again lost heavily of specie during the past 


week. Five millions of dollars has been | 


taken out of the specie-reserves of the Bank 
of England, now reduced to $126,500,000; and 
the Bank of France has parted with $2,000,- 
000,—leaving it a coin-reserve of only $110,- 
000,000. New York is counting on the arrival 
of $12,000,000 of specie, which is known to be 
afloat for that port. . 

This golden stream, while it continues, 
will keep the money and stock markets of 
this country ina similar state of exhilara- 
tion to that produced in Germany by the 
French indemnity. But indications are to 
be seen which point to a steady diminution 
of this irrigating flood, and possibly to its be- 
ing turned the other way. A report just is- 
sued by Mr. Nimmo, Chief of the Bureau of 
Statistics, states that the excess of this coun- 
try’s exports of merchandise over imports of 
merchandise was but $155,572,156 for the 
twelve months ended Oct. 31, 1880, 
against $209,257,182 for the twelve 
months ended Oct. 31, 187% In other 
words, while the exports from all 
ports increased durirg those twelve months 
from $742,560,564 in 1879 to $867,941, 227 in 1880, 
the imports, rolling up much more rapidly, 
have gone from $473,303,432 to $712,369,071. 
At that rate of increase, it will not take the 
imports much more than a year to outstrip 


the exports. Foreign papers note a growing 


American demand for European , luxuries. 
The bullion movement this way shows an in- 
crease. In the twelve months ended Oct. 31, 
we imported in excess of exports $67,214,821 
this year, as against $43,763,343 last year. 
Putting specie and merchandise together, the 
total excess of exports over imports for the 
twelve months is but $88,357,335 for the year 
ending with Oct. 31 last, against a total of 
$225, 495,789 in the preceding year. 

No exaggerated importance should be 
given to the fact that importations are swell- 
ing in volume more rapidly than the exports. 
But past experience proves too rapid an 
acceleration of purchases abroad to be an 
uperring danger-signal of speculation and 
extravagance at home; and those who want 
to know the true financial bearings of this 
country will do well to scrutinize closely its 
foreign-trade returns. Our present position 
as a heavy importer of gold is not a natural 
one. This country in ordinary times is a 
seller of its bullion-product abroad. Euro- 
pean bankers begin to look with disgust 
upon the steady outflow of their specie 
to this country. No steps have been taken 
by them to check it, as it usually 
arrests itself about the end of November. 
But, if it continue, there will without doubt 
be some action by European financiers to 
save the rest of their gold, or as much of it as 
they can. 

In the London money market, as here, 
there are to be felt the first pulsations of a 
more active demand for money. Rates are 
rising legitimately, though exaggerated in 
New York by speculative manipulation. 
Present indications point decidedly to the 
prospect that there will not again for many 
years be the surplus of money for investment 
in high-priced securities that there has been 
during the past two or three years. Indus- 
try is taking one of its periodic starts 
forward all over the world; and mill- 
ions upon millions of dollars, and pounds, 
and francs that have been timorously seeking 
refuge in Government bonds and gilt-edge 
securities will go forth into the world of 
business. Rising prices of real estate show 
that the capital market is passing through a 
transition. People are looking for something 
better than 3½ per cent. 

Vast profits are contingent upon these 
calculations of the future of the money mar- 
ket. Above every other finaricial project for 
the coming year looms the refunding of the 
United States bonds due or payable in 1881, 
amounting to nearly $700,000,000. None 
of these are absolutely due except the in- 
considerable Oregon war debt of 1861, 
amounting to $711,800. Our 4 per cents are 
selling at a price which nets the invester less 
than 3.4 per cent interest. It will make a 
difference of many millions of dollars a year 
to the taxpayers of this country if the 5 and 
6 per cent bonds are refunded into 8s or 4s, 
or are left to run at their present rates of in- 
terest. The rate at which they can be re- 
funded will depend upon the money market; 
and it does not seem hazardous to predict 
that investors will not take, in a time 
of renewed enterprise and more active 
demand for their capital, a security that 
yields less than they received from their 
Governments when these were the refuge 
for their idle money. November’s debt- 
statement, just published, gives a reduction 
of $3,609,261 in the debt during the month, and 
Of $57,291,128 in the past six months. A re- 
funding policy that would leave the Govern- 
ment free to apply its surplus revenues, as 
heretofore, to the extinction of the debt, 
would be of great assistance to the financiers 
who have undertaken to float huge railroad 
loans, like the Northern Pacific, as it would 
turn capital from Governments into other in- 
vestments, 

Controller Knox’s statement of Dec. 1 
shows an increase of National-bank currency 
during the year of $3,946,018, It is a fact, 
notwithstanding the ioud complaints of the 
banks about the tax on circulation, that, at 
the present prices of 4 per cents, capital in- 
vested in circuiation pays, by a slight per- 
centage, a better profit than capital in or- 
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year on the market, one effect will no doubt 
be a large increase in the National-bank note 


circulation, which is now larger than it has 


been for several years. It is now $343,834,- | 


107, and was $393,791,674 in 1876. Better rates 
for loans, an urgent demand from the in- 
terior for currency, and a 33¢ per cent bond 
at par would give all the conditions for an 
inflation of National-bank circulation that 
would add materially to the already enor- 
mous volume of ourecurrency. —

A NEW ELECTORAL EXPERIMENT m 


Among the new bills which have been pre- 
sented to the French Parliament is one 
which contemplates a radical change in the 


‘method of electing the members of the Cham- 


bers. The present system, called the scrutin 
darrondissement, is not dissimilar to our 
method of electing Congressmen. It divides 
France into 362 election districts, each send- 
ing one Deputy, and an additional Deputy, if 
its population exceeds 100,000, for each 100,- 
000 or fraction thereof. The new bill pro- 
poses a system, styled the scrutin de Liste, by 
which the department, instead of the arron- 
dissement or district, becomes the unit of 
representation. There are eighty-seven of 
these departments in France, and the law 
allows one Deputy for every 70,000 people, 
and one additional for every 35,000 exceeding 
that number, which would make the total 
number of Deputies about the same as at 
present. The method of voting, however, 
will be radically changed, as each elector, 
instead of voting for the candidate from 
his district, as we do in this country, 
will vote for as many candidates 
ashis department may be entitled to in the 
Chamber, which in some departments would 
be as high as thirty-four. A fair illustra- 
tion of the method would be to suppose the 
State of lilinois to be divided into two de- 
partments instead of nineteen districts, each 
elector voting in one department for ten 
Congressmen, and in the other for nine. 

It is stated that the majority of the Re- 
publicans in France favor the scrutin de liste 
and they offer various reasons,among them 
the following: 1. That it would divide the 
voters into great political masses, voting for 
ideas rather than for persons, and that local 
representatives would give way to national 
representatives, the exponents of broad na- 
tional questions rather than of narrow local 
issues. 2 That it will tend to educate the 
voter, and emancipate the Deputies from the 
personal obligations which now cramp them. 
3. That under the new system the Chamber 
will be national in its character, and that its 
legisiation will be. correspondingly na- 
tional and the influence of the Repub- 
lican party can be brought more evenly to 
bear upon the whole country, and thus it can 
more easily contend with the monarchical 
elements, which are massed in certain locali- 
ties. These may be advantages, but itis 
questionable whether they are not more than 
affset by the disadvantages, if not possible 
evils, that must flow from such a system. The 
French Republicans have shown themselves 
possessed of a large degree of courage, intel- 
ligence, and good sense in administering 
their public affairs, but it will hardly be 
claimed that they have the intelligence or the 
experience in maintaining a Republic that our 
own people have, nor have they been ex- 
posed to such fearful tests. It is certain 
that such a system would not work in our 
own country. If each elector had the priv- 
lege of voting for twenty Congressmen in- 
stead of one, itis pretty certain that there 
would be twenty times as much corrup- 
tion as there is now, and that the 
caucus which nominated the twenty 
candidates would equal the scene 
at the Tower of Babel for confusion. The 
elector now has some partin the selection 
of candidates, but that he would have any 
voicein the naming of all the candidates 
from his department would be as mani- 
festly impossible as it would be for him to 
have any intelligent idea of nineteen of the 
candidates for whom he was voting, unless 
they should come from his particular locality. 
Such a system would open the door wide to 
confusion and corruption in our own coun- 
try, and if this were the casein a Republic 
so well grounded as ours, what would it prove 


in France, where the republican form of 


government has hardly yet advanced beyond 
the stage of experiment? 


THE PACIFIC RAILROAD ANACONDA. 

The publication of Judge Jere Black’s ar- 
gument upon the legal status of railway cor- 
porations and railway property (which ap- 
peared in yesterday’s TRIBUNE) cannot fail 
to attract the attention of the whole Ameri- 
can people; nor should it fail to command 
the action of Congress upon the great inter- 
ests involved and the outrages and abuses per- 
petrated by these corporations. Judge Black 
lays down certain fundamental propositions 
which railroad corporations may find they 
are not at liberty to disregard. Some of 
these may be thus stated: 

1. Railroad corporations have certain 
vested rights which are sacred, but railroads 
are not the property of the companies who 
run them, to do with as they please. 

2. In every case the railroad belongs to the 
State, and all the people have aright to use 
it. Corporations have no proprietary title to 
the roads, but a mere franchise exercisable 
thereon, 

3. Railroad corporations are the agents of 
the State for the performance of a public 
duty; and the State in any of a variety of 
contingencies may take the road, operate it, 
or employ anew agent. The company can 
no more retain. the road than a collector of 
customs going out of office can appropriate 
to himself the custom-house in which he had 
performed his official work. 

Applying these principles, Judge Black, 
following the Supreme Court decisions in the 
Granger cases, uses this language: 


The two companies between Omaha and San 
Francisco raised in cash out of Government 
bonds, lands, and mortgages of their franchises 
four or five times as much as they necessarily 
expended upon the roads. The stockholders, 
without paying anything, put the enormous 
ar ge into their pockets. hese roads, thus 
built at the public expense, and in sume cases 
paid for by the publie ve times over, are now 
claimed as the private property of the compa- 
nies, and the right of the public to use them as 
highways is utterly denied. Nevertheless, 1 
think the claim of these companies to take rea- 
sonable tolls stands upon the same foundation 
as that of companies whose roads were built by 
the stockhoiders themselves, at their own proper 
expense. The nt of lands invested the 
grantees with a title which could not be revoked 
if the conditions of it were performed. If they 
sold or mortgaged the land and invested the 
proceeds in the construction of a railroad under 
u charter from a State or General Government, 
which authorizes them to takea fair profit in 
the shape of tolis, they bave as good’ a right to 
the toils as if the capital to build the road had 
been raised by themselves,—that is to say, those 
companies which built the roads with capital 
donated by the public have the same right as 
other companies to charge reasonable toll, but 
their demand of excessive tolls, though not 
worse in law, seems in the eye natural rea- 
son @ greater outrage. If railroad corporations 
have the unlimited power which they claim, 
then ali business is at their mercy. Agriculture, 
commerce, manufactures must suffer what they 
chouse to inflict. They may rob labor of the 
bread it wins and deprive all other enterprise of 
its just reward. Though this power does not be- 
long to them they have been permitted 
to usurp it, and need not tell you that they 
have grossly abused it. They vow that they 
make their exactions with an eye single to their 
oun advantage, without consideri 
or interest of the public. ey boldly express 
their determination to charge “as much as the 

bear,” —that is to say 
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bery of the American people ever since they 
were built. The companies have been de- 
fiant, insolent, and rapacious. They have 
asserted that the property is their own, to do 
what they please with, that they had the 


power to demand whatever rates they chose, 


and these rates they have exacted. They 
have absorbed all the money and the pro- 
ceeds of all the lands granted them by the 
Government; they have issued to themselves 


bonds and capital stock without a penny in 


consideration; and they have divided among 


themselves tens of millions of the earnings 


of the roads, leaving their indebtedness to 
the Government to take care of. 

Judge Black does not exaggerate the enor- 
mity of the administration of these roads. 
They have declared themselves to be inde- 
pendent of the Government, and now put its 
powers at defiance. 

One of the most striking circumstances at- 
tending this whole business is the seeming 
indifference with which the Congressional 
representatives of the people who have thus 
for ten years been plundered have looked on. 
The people of Michigan, Indiana, IIlinois, 
Wisconsin, lowa, Missouri, Kansas, Minne- 
sota, Nebraska, Colorado, California, Ne- 
vada, and Oregon States having nearly one- 
third of the members of both Houses of Con- 
gress—have endured this robbery for ten 
years, and this without any resistance from 
their Senators or their Representatives, and 
without an effort to interpose the National 
authority to break up this remorseless ex- 
tortion practiced by an agent of the United 
States. 

The decisions of the Supreme Court in the 
Granger cases recognized and established 
the supreme authority of the States and of 
the General Government over these rail- 
road corporations, but these Senators 


and Representatives of the immediate 


population most persistently victimized 
have been comparatively mute in the 
presence of the giant combination which 
was robbing their constituents. Mr, Reagan 
has been urging a mild, defective, weak bill, 
one whose chief merit was that it was an as- 
sertion of the power of the Government to 
control and regulate these corporations; but 
that bill has been invariably strangled, and 
the autocratic companies have gone on in 
their plunder. Now will these Rep- 
resentatives of these Western States, 
taking Judge Black's definition of the 
relative rights of the State and of the cor- 
porations as a guide, mature and press such 
legislation as will rescue the Western people 
from this corporate anaconda, which is 
crushing the life out of the business done 
over those Government lines? How much 
longer will they be allowed to charge seven 
to eight cents a mile for travel, and three to 
four times a fair price for freights? Why 
have the Western Congressmen been 80 
derelict, indifferent, and apathetic to the 
bleeding and plundering of their constitu- 
ents ? 


Loxpox, Dec. 2.—A_Dublin correspondent 
of a Tory paper says: Evidence of the wide and 
rapid apenas of Land-League terrorism in dis- 
tricts hitherto peaceabie is increasing daily. 
Honest tenant-farmers wince under the tyran- 
nical pressure put upon them by the League, and 
earnestly desire to be relieved therefrom. 
Owners and agents complain that the state of 
affairs is worse than it was a month ago. There 
is now almost a universal suspension of the pay- 
ment of rent, Griffith's valuation only being 
offered on every estate in the districts under 
the influence of the League. 

We suspect that the tenant-farmers whose 
rents the Land League have forced down to the 
Government (Griffith's) valuation stand the op- 
pression without “wincing”™” very badly. A 
tenant who has been rack-rented to the tune 
$10 per acre, when the Government estimate o 
the land makes the rental only 85 per acre, 
Walt “ wince” much when the Land League 
requests him to tender only the Government 
valuation, or $5 per acre. The Land League isa 
union of half a million of tenant-farmers who 
have resolved to put a stop to rack-renting, and 
refuse to bid against eachother or to rent farms 
from which a brother farmer has been 
evicted by a remorseless. landlord for non- 
payment of extortionate and impossibie 
rents. The only “terrorism” the Land 
League is spreading thro Ireland is among 
the rapacious land monopolists who have here- 
tofere robbed the people. On Griffith’s valua- 
tion the rentals of Ireland will exceed £13,000,000, 
or sixty-five millions of dollars. How that little 
island can raise such a sum forrentsis almost 
incom prehensibie to an American; but the rents 
that have been wrenched out of its miserable 
population for many years past have exceeded 
a hundred millions of dollars per year.

itiated to secure the best and cheapest mode of 
dephosphorization. There is no doubt that in 
the matter of cheap steel Prussia is somewhat 
before England at the present time, and the ex- 
periment at the Essen and Hoerde Works are 
proving the factin asomewhat uncomfortable 
way for the British trader. 


GrorcEe B. Ropryson, the Lieutenant-

BURNED TO DEATH. 


Mysteriousand Horrible Circumstances 
Attending the Death of Two Children 
in Toronto. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
-TorontTo, Dec. 2.—One of the most awful 
sights ever witnessed in this city was to be seen 
this morning in a house in an alley known as 
Carr’s Lane, a short lane running west for a dis- 
tance of about 200 yards off Spadinau avenue, 
where were laid in a rickety and dirty bed the 
roasted bodies of two little children, a son and 
daughter of a laborer named James Casey. 
Carr’s lane is by no means a fashionable thor- 
oughfare, but is considered a quiet place 
by the police. Upon being admitted to 
Casey's house a sight was -witnessed well 
calculated to send a shudder through the stout- 
est frame. Ona dirty bed, the clothing spotted 
with blood and rolled in a heap, were the roasted 
bodies of two little children, one of them being 
Richard James Casey, aged 6 months, and the 
other Bridget Casey, aged 2 years and 6 months. 
The youngest was lying across the bed, the body 
being almost blood-red, with livid streaks across 
the face and neck. One arm was raised in front 
of the body, the littte hand clutched tightly, 
while the other arm hung limply at 
his side. The girl was entirely naked, 
and the color of the body was the same as that 
of the boy, snowy white streaks being notice- 
able across the face. The hair of neither was 
singed, and there were no marks of fire in the 
bed-clothing. The bodies looked as if they had 
been saturated with coal oil and then set fire to. 
A most significant and peculiar feature about 
the case is, that, while the bodies of the children 
were discolored horribly, the mother, who 
alleges that she was in bed with them 
all night, is not injured in any 
way by either flame or smoke. In 
one corner of the room was an oid broken trunk, 
and opposit this, immediately behind a coal- 
stove, there was a hole about a foot in width 
purned through the floor, iying beside which 
was a dead cat and a coai-oll lamp broken in 


pieces.

Jay Gould’s Tactics, and Their 
Peculiar Force. 


The Southwestern Pool in a State 
of Inanition.

JAY GOULD AND HIS TACTICS. 

Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 
CLEVELAND, O., Dec. 2.—That Jay Gould has 
become of.late one of the greatest manipulators 
ana consolidators of railroad lines that this 
country bas ever seen does not admit ofany 
question; that he is to be one of the greatest 
factors in the money market and politics of this 
country is equally true; but whether his tactics 
are original or not admits of much more doubt. 


When Talieyrand, the great French philoso- , 


pher, denominated America a pulpy giant with- 
out bones, the continent had practically no rail- 
roads. The great systems which have grown up 
within the past twenty years will furnish a very 
good skeleton for the giant, and the only ques- 
tion of great importance for the future to answer 
is, Shall this skeleton be so articulated, manipu- 
lated, and kept under control by the governing 
forces that the strides it shail make may be for- 
ward and not backward? Railroads practically 
bring the country and city together; and in 
every instance where the advantages of the city 
are brought to the farmer's door, many of the 
disadvantages and evils follow close in the rear, 
or stalk hand in hand. That the Nation has 
made such rapid strides in material advunce- 
ment during the past few years has 
been almost wholly due to the great sys- 
tems of railroads that have been completed; 
and that the business should, in many instances, 
have been overdone is but a natural obnsequence 
of all the causes. Many roads were built from 
nowhere to nowhere, through desolate and un- 
productive country in the vain hope that devel- 
opment would keep pace with the construction. 
In time nearty all these great schemes must of 
necessity amount to something. Towns and 
cities grow up at the termini, and settlements 
are made along the lines. Meanwhile, however, 
the stocks of these roads are almost or quite 
— and panics and financial crashes fol- 
ow. 

So long as rich men and monopolists keep their 
clutches off the realty of this country, there is 
no possible danger that can be more than tem- 
porary. A weaithy capitalist, who engages in 
any kind of manufacturing pursuits, for in- 
stance, is but the agent of the many men he 
employs. The rich man cau only use what he 
can eat and wear out, and obtains but a salary, 
greater or less as the case may be, for his super- 
vision. When be dies, ten chances to one, his 
large accumulations are scattered, 

It is a peculiarity of the American people that 
wealth and power command. profound res ;

POST-OFFICE PLUNDERERS. 

The working-up of the latest case of robbing 
the mails has resulted in rather more than was 
at first expected. The Post-Office authorities 
yesterday arrested one Martin Purcell, a farmer 
at De Kalb, on the charge of receiving checks 
stolen from the mails, knowing them to bave 
been stolen. He waived a hearing before Com- 
missioner Hoyne and was deld to the Grand 
Jury in $1, bail. The formal proceedings 
were merely an afterpiece to the developments 
made outside of court. Sims, who was arrested 
a coupie of days ago, knuckled down in the face 
of the evidence against him afd squeaied, and 
Purcell ve up everything when he, too, was 
brought into the net. e inves tions of the 
Post-Office Inspectors brought to light a pretty 
well-managed scheme of large dimensions for 
not only robbmg the mails but robbing 
railroad ticket-ottices in the country, capturing 
the supply of tickets on hand, and Hilti them 
up and altering them for use or sale. Sims’ kit 
was fished out of obscurity at Fulton, and a 
menagerie of railroad tickets of all conceivable 
shapes, sizes, and colors, of baggage checks on 
which to build up claims for lost b ge, ex- 

ress tickets, a font of type which had evident- 

y been used in filling up the tickets and in 
some cases in replacing the names of places al- 
ready in them, and several assortments of print- 
er's ink. etc., etc., were opened up to the aston-

r * office at Altamont was burned 
down and robbed only a short time ago. The 
value of this part oi the plunder alone was about 
$3,000. Purcell, who has been Clerk of the School 
at De Kalb. looked after the busi- 
of forging indorsements to the checks 
which he obtained himself or which were 
sent bim by Sims and the others engaged in the 
scheme who have not yet beea caught, but who 
are likely to be captured ina few aays. Stolen 
checks, made payable to people in the 2 
were obtained with no great difficulty by bold 
inquiring at various Post-Offices for certain per- 
sons’ mail. The payees, of course, were farm- 
ers with whose signatures Purcell was naturally 
familiar, and the forgery of the indorsement 
was not a matter of great difficulty. How many 
of these checks have been presented and cashed 
has not yet been developed, but the number and 
amount are undoubtedly large. Certain letters 
which passed between the parties contirm the 
statements made in their confessions, and show 
that the scheme was a well planned one, and that 
the results were quite profitable. The railroad 
ticket business was probably an offshoot from it, 
which apparently grew to more formidable pro- 
portions than the original scheme of stealing 
checks from the mails. The arrest and the 
developmeuts connected with it are likely 
to warn others who may be e in 
similar deviltry and to put to a stop, for a time 
at least, to depredations on the mails and the 
ne and burning down of railroad ticket 
offices.

Jobbers report a continued good seasonable 
demand for staple and fancy dry-goods, prices 
ruling steady.

The Oase to Be Argued Before Judge

Judge Beckwith, who is counsel for the West 
Side Railway in the matter of confesting the city 
ordinance imposing an annual licensé of $50 per 
car, returned from Kansas yesterday, but was 
too much fatigued to afford any solid comfort to 
the commissioner in search of news, Mr. W. C. 
Goydy 18 still out of town, and will not be back 
for several days. The only available member o 
the legal triumvirate that has the interests ort 
the railway companies in charge, and whom the 
reporter could see, was Mr. Charles Hitchcock. 
He was found taking testimony in a chancery 
case before the Master in the United States 
Court. Availing himself of alull ia the proceed- 


ings, the reporter inquired: 
“What are your views on this question, Mr. 


Hitchcock, so faras the nature of the decision

i have no doubt, if a decision should be 
made sustaining the ordinance of the city im- 
posing a license, that an appeal will be 
taken to the Supreme Court. I do not 
understand that any decision bas been 
rendered by the Circuit Court of the United 
States that is in any way decisive of the rights of 
the railway companies. Judge Drummond has 
suggested an order which will probably be ac- 
ceptable to the counsej representing the differ- 
ent railways of the city, which will entitle them 
to go to the Supreme Court of the United States 
upon a certificate of a difference of opinion be- 
tween the Circuit and the District Judges.” 

“How do you regard Judge Drummond's ob- 
jections to the bill?” 

Lam unable to say whether Judge Drum- 
— objections to the bill may be met by a 

ange in its form or not. It may de that, by 
amendments to the bill, whatever objections he 
may have to it may be met. Judge Drummond 
seems to base his opinion, so far as I can under- 
stand it, upon the ground that the ordinance was 
an exercise of the police power of the city. I 
understand it to be most distinctly an exercise of 
the taxing power, anc there may be some ques- 
tions arising upon the form of the bill as to 
whether the ordinance is an exercise of the 
police power or of the taxing power,—questions 
that may be presented hereafter. The con- 
troversy is by no means ended, even under any 
construction of Judge Drummond's announced 
opinion. It would seem that Judge Blodgett 
does not agree with him, and that it is a 

case to submit to the Supreme 

of the United States. 1 think 
it entirely probable that, when it is ascertained 
precisely what objections Judge Drummond 
may have to the averments of the bill, those 
objections may be met by proper amendments 
to it. I have no doubt that the ordinance was 
framed for the purpose of taxing the companies, 
and not in the honest exercise of the police 
powers of the city.” 

“In case the decision should go against the 
companies, as has been indicated, will they pro- 
ceed to file the supersedeas bond, as suggested 
by Judge Drummond, in order that the injunc- 
tion may remain in force pending the appeal to 
the supreme Court? 

“Of course they will. The West Division Rail- 
. represented by Judge Beckwith, 
the North sidb Company. represented by Mr. 
Goudy, and the South Side Company, represent- 
ed by myself, are convinced that the ordinance 
is void, and have gone into court in good faith to 
testit.

‘BOGUS BUTTER. 


The State Law to Be Rigidly Enforced 
and Offenders Punished. 

The meeting Wednesday afternoon of the 
butter and cheese interes: opposed to the sale 
of adulterated goods, except under their proper 
names, has cast consternation inthe camp of 
those who have been openly violating and defy- 
ing the law. One of the principal dealers in the 
stuff tried hard in the meeting to disturb its 
harmony by technicalities and prevent any con- 
certed action, but in this he signally failed. The 
Committee appointed to take charge of the 
memorial to the City Council has engaged Mr. 
Joseph Wright, the attorney,to do the nec- 
essary work, and, as he is an ardent 
opponent of aduiteration, the work will 
be well done. The Produce Exchange 
proposes to prosecute offenders, but 
it will be a few days yet before auything will be 
done. Detectives will have to be employed, and 
this will be a difficult matter, because butter and 
cheese experts only will be engaged. Analysis 
will be made of butter used at many of the 
principal restaurants and hotels, and the re- 
sults given to the public. There will be no let- 
up in the agitation against the sale of adulter- 
ated butter and cheese, which was inaugurated 
by THe TRIBUNE, until al that is sold shall be 
properly labeled and sold under its proper name, 
and every offender who violates the law shall be 
4 —— and fined. The sins of the pasg will 

forgiven, but in the future all must obey the 
law. The Brooker Dairy Company, of which Mr. 
Fairbank is President, announced at the meeting 
that they had been, and were, obeying the law. 
It was the only large lard- butter manufactur- 
ing concern which so declared. The manu- 
facture of this article and its sale comme d 
on a small scale about a year ago, when it Was 
sold for pure dairy or creamery butter. The 
manufacture increased, until at present from 
50,000 to 75,000 pounds is made in this city daily, 
and as high as 100,000 pounds a day has frequent - 
ly been made in Chicago alone. A great deal of 
this was vile and unpalatable stuff, containing 
an admixture of suet-lard and refuse grease 
deodorized. This has been sold as pure 
butter, and 


work, this will all be changed, and a person who 
buys “ butterine,”’* saine,” or“ oleomargarine ” 
will know what he gets. It will have to be prop- 
erly branded. 
DR. DE WOLF, THE HEALTH OFFICER, 
was interviewed on the subject of lard-butter 
yesterday, and he said: “I believe that milk 
and its products come nearer to the stomachs 
of the people than any otherof our food sup- 
plies, and that they should receive especial pro- 
tection to prevent their aduiteration. The ex- 
tent of our milk supply and its adulteration and 
sophistication is not thoroughly understood by 
the people. Last year we received, from sources 
outside of the eee uarts of milk, for 
which we paid ore than $2,000,000. There is 
nota particle of doubt but that more than 10 
per cent of this was added water. This 
stupendous outrage upon the people it has 
been attempted to correct by a series of 
ehemical examinations, followed by prosecu- 
tion wherever gross frauds were discovered. 
During the year three examinations of fifty 
samples each time have been made by the 
chemists. -When the first examinations were 
made 34 per cent of the samples were found to 
be sophisticated, while the last showed only 8 
per cent of theseries of fifty samples to be 
sophisticated. This shows that the enforcement 
of the law has bad a beneficial effect upon the 
purity of the supply. Several of the cases which 
were successfully prosecuted have been ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court, the question being 
upon the constitutionality of the ordinance.’ 
Dr. De Wolf furthermore looked upon the mak- 
ing of lard-batter, or oleomargarine, and not 
branding it as such, as a commercial fraud. 
As to the injurious character of lard- 
butter, that had not been proven, hence 
it was an infraction that he had no power to 
te. Nearly all families used lard in cooking, 
ard it was held not to be injurious. While the 
selling of butterine for butter might be a com- 
mercial fraud, he, under the present law, was 
powerless to act. as it had not been proven that 
it w injurious. The low temperature at 
which jard was cooked for butterine might not 
kill the trichinae or disease which might, be in 
it, and in this way might be ‘conveyed into the 
human system. However, there was no proof of 
this. He had chemists investigating the subject, 
and if it was found that disease could be com- 
municated in this way, it was his duty, under the 
law, to condemn butterine that was seid for 
butter. The real danger lay in the use of infe- 
rior orimpure lard. At present he thought he 
had no contro! over the matter, but he Bad sub- 
mitted the matter to the Law Department to 
tind out the extent of bis power In the premises. 
He thought that there was already too much 
sophistication and adulteration of all goods that 
entered into human food, and the day was com- 
ing when the people would rise in their might to 
prevent the evil and demand legisiative protec- 
tion. He had found pepper which contained 30 
per cent of buckwheat bran. Ginger was so- 
phisticated with from 30 to 40 per ceat of cocou+ 
nut shucks. Almond shucks were und in 
cinnamon; sirups and sugars were ted 
and so on to the end of the lists.

It is twenty-one years this day since John 
Brown ended ‘his life on the gallows. The child 
born in that year has this year become a man. 
The infancy of the period of John Brown's mar- 
eg has come to the maturity of manhood. 

he first vote of these young men, given to Gen. 
Garfield as President, is an echo from this man’s 
heroic death. And what strange events in the 
history of our country have been witnessed by 
this child in these twenty-one years that have 

! Probably no other period of the same 
number of years has been so momentousin the 
fate of mankind. It has been an era of moral revo- 
lutions. And these revolutions have not been 
confined to our own country. Unto nations, as 
to individuals, to whom much has been given, 
of such much will ever be required, If God has 
much for any nation to doin exaltiug the race 
of man in the wvrid, He may cause that nation 
to pass through scenes of fearful trials and suf- 
ferings. Evidently God's nand is seen in shap- 
ing the destiniesof nations. As the figures on 
the chessboard, the kings and the queens, the 
knights and the casties, are moved by the 
skiliful player to accomplish his purpose 
so are the Kings, and Governors, an 
Presidents, and Senators, and Generals com- 
manding armies, and the strongholds of Govern- 
ment, moved by the hand of the Supreme Ruler 
of.the worla. Hetrains up men for His pur- 
poses, and He calis them forth to do His Will, 
while apparently carving out their own fortunes 
under the impuise of their own strong will. 

As we look back these twenty-one years and 
see what marvelous changes have taken place, 
we seem to think our own country bas been the 
centre of these moral convulsions.

This pungent is oe © a thoughtful one for 
thoughtful minds. metimes it is not the 
name, nor the day of his birth, but some act in 
his life, though more frequently the occasion of 
his death, that a man will be heid in saered re- 
membrance. Is John Rogers brought to mind? 
It will be of the day when he was burned at the 
stake as @nartyr to his religion; if we recall 
William i, it will be of the arrow that he had 
reserved for the heart of atyrant; or the ro- 
mantic Joan of Arc, it will be as the Maid of 
Orleans, from the inspiration of her magic power 
over the minds of rude men, and leading them 
on to famous victory, rather than asa sufferer 
as a girlish sorcerer in the flames at Rouen. 

We recall John Brown from the manner of his 
death, even death upon the gallows. We know 
that he was convicted of a high crime by a 
court which administered the justice of the 
hour, and in accordance with public conscience 
of the period, and that he suffered the ignomin- 
ious penalty of the crime on the scaffold. 
Thousands of men have suffered like punish- 
ment in our country, but against alt these vic- 
tims lies the odium of crime. From the plat- 
form of their exits to the other world there 
never comes a sign of hope, or encouragement, 
or emulation, but its echo is the voice of warn- 
ing and the sentence of retribution.; But there is 
no such association with the memory of John 
Brown and the ending of nis mortal career. 
None look upon him as a murderer, or as a 
traitor,or acriminal of any type. Even his 
enemies. in the hour of their exultation and 
whe® his life was in their hands, did not regard 
him as one whose soul was tainted with crime. 
As a convict he was one elevated to dignity, so 
that they honored themselves in ing his 
executioners. Perhaps he is the only person 
that in our land ever went under the hand of 
the vivil executioner against whom no stigma 
or infamy could lie. The most pop- 
ular song ever sung by any people 
is that known as John Browu's Body.“ It 
carries with it no association of guilt; it is rather 
a pean of honor. It is a song to thrill the soul 
of the young and pure, and to stir the biood of 
age to deeds of daring, as every one feels who 
heard it sung with entausiastic manly voices in 
the streets of Chicago on the receipt of the re- 
turns; and as those felt who heard it sung with 
the tramp of the soldiers’ feet as they marched 
through crowded cities on to the battlefields of 
the Union. In the consummation of that act of 
temporary civil justice 

THE GALLOWS WAS RAISED 
to the dignity of the throne of martyrdom, and, 
like the Cross, sanctified to honor and glory. 
We seek for the reason only, and we find the 
answer in this: that John Brown died for his 
fellow-men. Itis the fate of most martyrs to 
die for a coreg ee or die for a cause, or die for 
a Savior, who had died for them, or die for 
themselves: but in this instance the hero of 
the galiows died for others; and his was the un- 
usuai fate in the world of martyrdom, of the 
thankless task of dying for those who occupy 
the lowest possible scaie in humanity, too low 
even to crave such a boon: ° 
For whether on the scaffold high, 
Or in the battie’s van, 
The fittest place where man can die 
ls where he dies for man. 

As Col. Iagersoll, in a recent lecture, eloquent- 
ly and beautifully remarked: The piace where 
man has died for man is holy ground. To that 

reat and serene Man [Christ] I giadly pay the 

omage of my admiration and my tears.’ 

1 do not propose to canonize John Brown. I 
would place him not in the nichg but on the 
pinnacle of history where be justly Wiongs. His 
death suggests an inquiry into his actual life. 
Who was he? What was he? And what did he 
do beside dying for the emancipated slaves? He 
is not a character to fade away in history. 
Though oneof the most prominent figures in 
the process of the siaves’ emancipation, yet 
even now he is perbaps the least understood of 
any. So eccentric was bis career, so little in ac- 
cord with the notions and the wisdom of the 
average. man, that it is regarded as the wildest 
exhibition of fanaticism, while even now many 
of the people who thiuk weil on most subjects 
would throw over the climax of his life the 

rim veil.of insanity. But there is, neverthe- 

ess, a weird power in his very name. Yet itis 
not clear to every mind, why. As his character 
will not fade in history, so time will help to make 
the solunon of the problem easy. In his place 
in the future, philosophicaNy understood or not, 
he will always be the romantic tigure in Ameri- 
can history, like Wallace, or William Tell, or 
Joan of Arc, or the Maid of Saragossa, as a de- 
liverer, like them, of his people from bondage, 
but freed from the mists and superstitions which 
overhang the dim past. 

What place, living and dying. did John Brown 
actually fillin the great drama of the siave’s 
redemption in this country? To show this is the 
object of my discourse on this occasion. It bas 
been known among my friends that for a 
numober of years | have been in the habit of ad- 
dressing my fellow-citizens on the anniversary 
of John Brown's execution. I have usually ap- 
propriated the time to an exposition of bis per- 
sonaishistory, the events of his childhood, his 
relatiins to his family, his conduct as a citizen

popular pertion of the human race, would bave 
made his name honored and loved; his bear 
as a convict in prison under sentence o 
death: and the beroism of the last tragio 
act, when he ascended the gallows with a caim 
joy, as one adorned for bis bridal: in all which 
time, deprived of the aid and sympathy of 
friends, he was left heipless to himself, and Lal 
God to stand by him as his support and com- 
forter, and ouly himself to save himself; and, in 
the magnitude of his soul, did save bimselt in 
the emergency,as by his dignity and noble bear- 
ing he saved bimself in the highest sense by 
saving his cause at the sacrifice of his own life:
